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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains the prior art rejections 
from the Final Action mailed 7/26/05. Examiner acknowledges amendment made to overcome objections to claims 45-46. These 
objections have been withdrawn. Examiner acknowledges amendments made to overcome 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections to claims 47 and 
59. These rejections have been withdrawn. 

Applicant contends that Luzeski, Parasnis, and Broussard fail to disclose any aspect of the streamable media component. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Luzeski teaches streaming media throughout its disclosure (see particularly lines 49-53 of column 3 for receiving 
at the server; lines 35-39 of column 1 1 for sending descriptive information; and ). The media must be streamed because in any data that 
is transmitted, streaming is inherent. The claims do not specify streaming as being performed in real-time. As such, transmitting data to 
the mail server is considered streaming data. Session based communication is taught by Parasnis on lines 35-42 of column 2 as 
disclosed in the previous office action. Examiner respectfully points out to the applicant that the type of data being "streamed" in 
Parasnis is not at issue. In Parasnis, the sending computer is considered the source messaging server. As such, Parasnis teaches 
forming a streaming session between the messaging server and the recipient terminal. Applicant also contends that Broussard does not 
teach the limitations that Luzeski and Broussard leave out. The only limitation Broussard is relied upon in reference to applicant's 
arguments is the recipient terminal being wireless. Proper citation and motivation for combining this aspect has been provided in the 
previous office action. As such, all of the limitations of the claims have been taught by Luzeski in combination with Parasnis and 
Broussard.
